The Bowling Green Assembly plant lighting project was developed as a project to replace 30 year old lighting
that was installed throughout the plant. The partnership between GM and The Kentucky Cabinet for economic
Development has allowed for replacement of these fixtures in the Body Shop.

The Project began in late February and was completed in a very short time using Kentucky electricians.
The results have been fantastic. The new fixtures consume roughly half of the energy the older fixtures
consumed and have double the operating life. The quality of the light going from the older “yellow” color to a

cool white gives a much crisper and cleaner look for the employees to work in.

The cooperation from various state organizations involved in the project has been exemplary and the entire
process was administered very smoothly.
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
